Lying on cots 
wrapped in cotton bandages until they 
almost lost semblance to human beings, 
and surrounded by weeping relatives 
ind sorrowing friends, they formed a 
picture that brought tears to eyes of 
even the physicians. The ‘moanings of 
Every few 
moments some tortuved- soul, writhing 
in agony, would half rise from a couch, 
then fall back suffering more intense 
pain than before. They would beg 
piteously to be relieved from their pain. 
Perhaps the most pitignl sight of all 
was that of thirteen-year-old Willie 
McCarthy. The boy’s flesh was cooked 
trom head to foot, his eyes we 
burned out, the skin peeled off from the 
face and head, taking with it large por- 
tions of flesh. The only response the 
anxious mother received to her inquiry 
as to how he felt was. ‘Oh, my head! 
Doctor, can’t I die?'? Some patients, 
who lay perfectly quiet, no sigh or 
moan escaping from their lips, would 
soon be beyond earthly suffering. 

IN THE MORGUE. 
Not until a visit was made tothe 
‘morgue did the horrible reality of the 
accident become apparent. Here, 
awaiting the undertaker, were the 
bodies of five of those who died during 
the night. Bandages were removed 
from the bodies and the fearful ravages 
of the burning oil became plainly ap- 
parent. Scarcely one in the five could 
be recognized, even by relatives. The 
oil, wherever it touched the skin, 
burned deep into the flesh, while such 
portions of the cuticle as escaped 
entire destruction were blistered, and 
many places blackened by the. intense 
The lips were terribly swollen 


were burned out entirely. Every ves- 
tige of hair was burned off the face and 
head, and in many placesthe skull and 
cheek bones were exposed. 
UNRECOGNIZABLE DEAD. 

Wives and mothers, sisters and 
daughters on being shown the bodies of 
beloved dead shrank back in horror, 
and could scarcely be convinced that 
the distorted features before them were 
all that remained of those so dear to 
them.

Reported Sale of the Terminal to 
the Santa Fe. 


RBeautifal Sunday—How Mr, McNally 
First Met Col. Green—Carrent Hap- 
penings of Public Interest—_ 
Brevities, 


The rumor which rises to the surface 
every now and then tothe effect that the 
Santa Fé company has purchased the Ter- 
minal road was circilated in town rather 
more freely than usual Saturday and yes- 
terday. Itseemsthat an elderly gentle- 
man, who took a ride ‘over the Terminal 
road from Los Angeles to the Altadena ter- 


minus, on Saturday, volunteered the infor. 


mation that the important transter in 
question had in reality been effected. He 
quoted as authority a Dr. Westlake of Los 
Angeles, who was said to be a stockholder 
in one or both of the roads. The impor- 
tance of an approach tothe San Pedro Har- 
bor to the Santa Fé company leads many 
people to believe that there may be some 
truth in the report, which is only a rumor 
at best. 
A TWICE-TOLD TALE. 

It was at the supper given the other even- 
ing at Col. G. G. Green’s Altadena residence, 
on the otcasion of that gentleman's birth- 
day, that Andrew McNally told how he first 
met the Cojonel some years ago, back at 
home at Woodbury, N. J. Ar- 
at town, Mr. McNally’s atten- 
tion was first directed to vt splendid struc- 
ture that loomed up near by. 

‘Whose pouse is that?" he inquired of 
the first men he met. 

“That ain’t no house-that's Col. Green’s 
barn,’* was the reply. | 

Ashort saunter through the town brought 
to light anumber of even more imposing 
buildings, factories devoted to the imanu- 
facture of various important articles of 
commerce; business blocks, long rows of 
pretty tenement houses, and all that sort 
of thing, all of which investigation proved 
belonged to Col. Green. Finally, Mr. Mc- 
Nally approached an old man who looked 
as if he were well posted in the history of 
municipal affairs, and as htm if there 
was anything in the town that Col. Green 
didn’t own. The old man thought a while 


before he replied in all seriousness: — 


“Yes, there’s a man who lives in the 
southern part of this place whose little boy 
has a yaller dog, and Col. Green don’t own 

Mr. McNally was later ushered into the

roundings. Some time was devoted to an 
inspéctionof the place’s various attrac- 
tions, and just before taking his departure 
the Colonel happened. ito think that he 
wanted a little printing and engraving 
done, whereupon the head of the great 
Chicago publishing firm sat down and be- 
gan to figure on the probable cost.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Riotous Demonstrations at a Span- 
ish Ball Saturday Night. 


Young Boodiams Who Make Night Hid- 
eousg and Distarb the Peace of the 
City—An Inflax of Tramps—~ 
A Hit at the Silurianés. 


“Did you read the first part of the Santa 
Barbara column in THs Times yesterday?’’ 
said a well-known Santa Ana resident to 
the TIMES representative yesterday. Being 
answered in the affirmative, the gentleman 
continued: ‘Well, don't you know that it 
just fit our case to a dot? Couldn’t have 
come nearer representing our exact condi-~ 
tion if the paragraph had been written to 
order for our particular locality. Ng. sir, 
that’s a fact,’’ and the gentleman continued 
at some length in giving a detailed account 
of the history of Santa,.Ana. But here is 
the paragraph to whice he referred: 

“If the obstructionists would let us 
alone within five years we would have the 
prettiest city in the United States. We 
have the natural advantages for it, a 
picturesque location, climate, soil, easy 
drainage. What we need is a city of 
good streets. The people who stand in the 


way of local improvement, be it distinctly 


understood. are not the oor or even the 
people of moderate means. Our chief ob- 
é6tructionists are certain rich property- 
owners, who are always willing to have 
the next street graded and sewered, or the 
next lot, and who are very ready to share 
the benefits of such improvements, pro- 
viding they do not costthem acent. These 
are the dogs in the manger who try to op- 
pose every movement for local advance. 
But we are going abeadin gpite of them. 
Mark my words. The streets of Santa Bar- 
bara are being put in order and the work 
will go on. We shall grade and sewer 
street after street, and attend to the plant- 
ing of shade trees, and add attraction after 
attraction, and nothing shall stopus. We 
have taken up this matter with a will, and 
we propose to carry it through.”’ 
AFFLICTED WITH HOODLUMS. | 

About every three or four weeks Sant 
Ana is afflicted with the presence of a gang 
of hoodlums, of both Americans and Mexi- 
cans, who proceed to make Rome howl 
after a fashion that is not altogether satis. 
factory to the residents of the city in the 
vicinity where they rendezvous, or pleas- 
ant to the officers who have to bring them 
into subjection and replace the former 
peace and quiet of the community. The 
first intimation of the presence of this 
class of undesirable citizens is usually the 
announcement of a Spanish dance at one of 
the corners of the drincipal street in the 
city. After dancing and drinking for a few 
hours then Bedlam seems to be turned 
loose, andthe night police are given all 
they can do from that timé until morning 
in keeping any kind of order. Last Satur- 
day night there was a Spanish dance at the 
usual place, and, as expected by many, 
ended in a row, which was carried out into 
the street. The police were on hand and 
dispersed the gang, but its members reas- | 
sembiledin the outskirts of the city and 
made night htdeous with oaths and vulgar- 
ity. Alittle city legislation on the charac-. 
ter of entertainments allowed, anda few 
heavy fines for a violation of such legisla. 
tion would no doubt prove quite effective in 
purifving the questionable atmosphere in 
sevéral localities in the city. 

AN INFLUX OF TRAMPS. 

A special session of the Justice's court 
was found necessary Saturday night in or- 
der to rid the streets of the influx of 
tramps. Since San’ Bernardino has 
adopted the plan of feeding the worthless 
fellows but one meal per day, and@a scant 
one at that, they are giving that citya 
wide berth, and are swarming down this 
way as fast as their legs and brake beams 
will ca them. Six of the gentry were 
scooped in Saturday evening in one haul 
and taken before Judge Freeman in a spe- 
cial session of court. They were given five 
daysand a lecture, neitherof which will 
do them the least particle of good. They 
do not care for aprison sentence or for 
anything one may say to them in the way 
of advice. 7 

The plan of feeding them one meal per 
day, anda scant one atthat, is a capital 
one, and should be adopted at once in this 
county, The taxpayers of the county do 
not desire to pay for the detention of these 
worthless vags, therefore steps should be 
taken at once to prevent their coming, at 
least, as far as possible. .

eon record, while the quantity of races 


run shows an increase of sixty-two over 
1891. 

The total of horses that started com- 
prised 1091 two-year-olds, 772 three- 
year-olds, 336 four-year-olds and 365 
five-year-olds and upward. The races 
included 754 five and under six fur- 
longs; 204 six furlongs and under one 
mile; 479 at one mile; 208 overa 
mile and under two; five three miles 
and under four, and two at four miles; 

The total value of the stakes run for, 
exclusive of matches and private sweep- 
stakes, which amounted to £2000, was, 
in England, £456,883; in Scotland, 
£11,275, and in Ireland, £16,403. 
This shows a considerable increase in 
England:as compared with the preced- 
ing year, viz., £17,973, while in both 
Ireland and Scotland there is an in- 
crease‘of about £1000 pounds. Under 
the English method of computation, 
these sums do not include any second or 
third moneys. 

THE METEOR CHALLENGE SHIELD.
